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ABSTRACT 

This publication reports statistics on persons with 
mental retardation and related conditions in state-operated 
residential facilities in the United states, ba^ed on a survey 
questionnaire completed by 50 states and the District of Columbia. 
Part 1 presents 12 tables that provide facility, population, and cost 
statistics for Fiscal Year 1990 that were compiled within state 
agencies. It includes statistics on small and large state-operated 
mental retardation facilities and facilities designated primarily for 
populations other than persons with mental retardation (in the vast 
majority of cases, psychiatric facilities). Part 2 places 1990 
statistics within the longitudinal context of data gathered on state 
institution populations, resident movement, and costs of care since 
1950. Part 3 includes a directory of public residential institutions 
(16 or more residents) for people with mental 
retardation/developmental disabilities. The directory lists 
facilities operating on December 31, 1990; those closed since 1960; 
and those projected to close by 1995. A list of 5 references and 28 
data sources is included, along with state notes and notes concerning 
longitudinal data presentation. (JDD)

• The total number of state^perated resklential fedUUes not primarily for, but seivii^ smne resitoits 
with, mental retardation and related conditions (PRF/Other) decxeased IS fedlities (12%) between 
June 30, 1989 and June 30, 1990 

• Of the 1321 state-operated lesidentfol fodlities seiving persons with mental retaidatioa and related 
oondiUons on June 30. 1990, 928 (70%) were smaU PRF/MR. 28S (22%) w«e laife PRF/MR and 108 
(8%) were PRF^Other. 

• Of the 91^ persons with mrata* retardation and related oonditioas in state-c^wiated reskieotial 
bcilities on June 3a 1990, 7.120 (8%) were in smaU PRF/MR, 83,087 (91%) were in laige PRF/MR 
and 1,433 (1%) were in PRF/Other. 

• During Bscal Year 1990, the average daify popidation of persom with mental retardatkm and related 
conditions in state^perated residential facilities was 92,729. a decline of 3.442 (3.6%) from Fiscal 
Year 1989. 

• During Fiscal Year 1990 the average daily population of persons with mental retardatfon and lelaied 
oondiitons in small PRF/MR was 6,510. an increase of 635 (11%) from Fiscal Year 1989. 

• During Fiscal Year 1990 the average daily population of penons with nuatal retardatfon ami lelaied 
conditions in large PRF/MR was 84,732, a decease of 3,959 (4.5%) from F^ year 1989. 

• Ehiring Fiscal Year 1990 the average daily popolatjon of persoiB with mental retardation and related 
conditions in PRF/Other was 1,487, a decrease of 118 (7%) from Fiscal Year 1989. 

• During Fiscal Year 1990 the average daily population of persons with moital retardatfon and related 
conditions in large PRF/MR and PRF/Other was 86,219. its lowest level since 1934. 

• During Fiscal Year 1990 the average daily population of persons with mental retardation and related 
conditions in large PRF/MR and PRF/Other decreased by 4,077 (4.5%). a more rapid rate of dedine 
than in either Fiscal Year 1989 (3.4%) or 1988 (4.1%). 

• Between Fiscal Year 1%7 and Fiscal Year 1990. the average daily populatton of persons with mental 
retardation and related conditions in large PRF/MR and PRF/Other defined by about 623%. bom 
228,500 to 86,219. 
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Between Fiscal Year 1967 and Fiscal Ym 1990. tbe average dafly pc^ulaljon of person ivitb meiital 
retardatioii and related conditions in large PRF/MR itecreased by 563%, bom IHlBSO to 84.732. 

Between Fiscal Year 1967 and Fiscal Year 1990, the average daily population of pmons with 
mental retardation and related conditions in PRF/Otlier ttecreased by almost 9S.6%, from 
33,850 to 1,487. 

Between Fiscal Year 1967 and Fiscal Year 1990, tlie *pliK»nient rates' (average daily population of 
persons with mental retardation and related conditions per 100,000 of the geseial population) 
declined in laige PRF/MR from 9&58 to 34.07 and in PRF/Other from 17.14 to aS& 

The Fiscal Year 1990 placen^t rates in buge PRF/MR varied among aU stales from 7.8 
(NH) to SaS (WY) and, among the 1^ states operating small PRF/MR. plaoranent rates for 
those fedlities varied from 0.2 (MD) to 21.5 (NY). 

Admissions (First adm^ions and readmissions) to large PRF/MR in fiscal Year 1990 decreued from 
Fiscal Year 1989 by 303 (5.7%). 

Disdiarges from large PRF/MR in Fiscal Year 1990 increased from Fiscal Year 1989 by 755 (123%). 

Deaths of peisons with mental retardation and related conditions in lar^ PRF/MR in Fiscal Year 
1990 numbered 1,207, 1.45% of the end-of-year population of large PRF/MR and near the 1.43% 
avera^ of the preceding four years. 

The average daily cost of care of a peison with mental retardation ami related oonditioiffi in large 
PRF^ in Fiscal Year 1990 was S196.33. an increase of 6.6% from the S184.ll per diem of Fiscal 
Year 1989, 

The average annual cost of care of a person with mental retardation and related conditions in large 
PRF/MR in Fiscal Year 1990 (S71,660), adjusted for changes in the Consumer Price lodest, was 18 
Umes the cost in 1950 ($750). 

Daring Fiscal Year 1990 changes in individual states in the number of small PRF/MR were modest, 
with the exceptions of Connecticut which increi^ its small PRF/MR from 70 to 97 (38.6%), New 
Hampshire which became the 15th i>tate operating small PRF/MR by opening 4, and Massadiuseitt 
which increased the number of its small PRF/MR from 38 to 46 (21.1%). 

During Hscal Year 1990 the number of large PRF/MR stayed relatively stable, remaining unchanged 
in 39 states, increasing slightly in 6 states (AZ, CT, D.C, FL, NJ, OH) and decreasing slightly in 6 
states (MD, Ml, MO, NY, RI, TX). 

At the end of Fiscal Year 1990, every state operated one oi more lar^ PRF/MR and 23 states served 
persons in PRF/Other as well but onty 15 states operated any small PRF/MR, 87.1% of which were 
concentrated in 5 states (CT, MA, MS, NY and TX). 

In Fiscal Year 1990, the overall picture of state-operated residential facilities for persoi» with mental 
retardation and related conditions was of a system sening some 92% of its declining population in 
large congregate care settings (large PRF/MR and PRF/Oiher) at costs rising above inflation.

Tbis is ttie Nintli publkatioa since Fiscal Year 1978, ia a scftes of Geato- tot Resiiteiilial Sovioes and 
OcHnmoaiiy liviag, Uaiversi^ Minnesota reprate jnovWng statislics on penons witb flMntal retanlatk» 
and related oonditioiis in state-o{>erated resHlentUI &ciUttes ia tbe United States. Part 1 of tliis report 
presents {idlity, pf^nOation and cost statistics for i^cal Year 1990 that were compiled within state age&des. 
The data oollectfon in Part 1 represmts a somev^t expanded oontinuatk>n ctf a statistical fNTOgrann w^nated 
in the OlSce of Mental Retardation Coordination (aaw the Administratfott on Developmental Disabilltks) 
in 1968L The current survey has been expanded over the yean to indiuie population and cost statistics on 
*snial]* state-operated mental retardation Cacilities (those with IS or fewer residents) and bdlities designated 
primarily for populations other than persons with mental retrrdation and related conditions, as well as the 
larger state mental retardation bdlities. The addition of "other" state^perated fiMdlities was b^un for Fiscal 
Year 1978. and the small state-operated CadUties were added in Fiscal Year 198& 

Part 2 of this report places Fiscal Year 1990 statistics described hi Pan 1 within the longitndinal 
context of data gathered on state institutton populations, reskient movem^t, and costs of care shwe 1950. 
A brief historical review of these and other preceding surveys staioe 19S0 can be found in Laidn, KOI, Street, 
and Brulninis (1986). For a more (tetailed review, including surveys and stat^tks since 1880, see Lakin 
(1979). Part 3 includes a directory of public residential iisUtutfons (16 or more residents) fbr people with 
mental letardationASevelopmental debilities (MR/DD). This directoiy was prepared from a survey asldng 
states to list £»riiities operating on December 31, 1990, those closed since I960, and those pro|eaed to dose 
by 1995. 

As noted, this report distinguishes among facilities by size, notably those with 15 or fewer lesiitenis 
(1-15) and those with 16 or more residents (16+). It aLo distinguishes between two ^eral classes of state- 
operatnd facility: 

Pubik Residentia] Facilities^etttal Retardation (PRF/MR) {tr^ state-operated (public, in a slightly 
restricted sense) residential Cacilities managed and operated state onplo^es, which as a wl»:)le or 
as distina administrative units aie designated to be primarily or exclusively for persons with mental 
retaniation and related conditions. 
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OOxer FubUc Residential Fadiities (PRF/Other) are state-operated (public) residential facilities 
raanaged and operated state employes, which as a whole ai« (tesignated primfly for peisons with 
d^ilitks other than mental retardation (in the vast majoiily of cases, p^fdiiatric fedlitles), hot in 
wfaidi reskie one or more persons with a primaiy dia^>s&i of n»ttta* reanlatkm or a fomai dual 
diagnosfe including mental retardation who are irat in dissina administfative units for persons with 
mental retardation. 

For the purposes of this report, persons with "mental retardation* are those wto have been so 
designated by their respective state governments as pan of the process of placing them in tl^ state residential 
care system. The formal and currently accepted definition of mental retardation is "significant subavenge 
general inteUectuat functioning (generally an I.Q. of 69 or belo») existing concurrently with defidts in adaptive 
behavior, and manifested during the developmental period' (Grossman, 1977, p. 11). 'Related conditions* 
refers to conditions closely associated with mental retardation that cause or significantly contribute to 
"Substantial functional limitations' in areas specified in the federal definition of developmental disabilities. 

Persons designated as mulCpIy handicapped (e.g., mentally retarded/inentaUy ill) living in "PRF/Other" 
present some states with reporting piobtems, though the problems have become ooiKid^bly fewer as 
procedures and data management have improved and the 'FRF/Other" population of person with mental 
retardation has decreased. Nevertheless, the actual number of persons residing in PRF^ther who have mental 
retanlation may be slightly higher than the number reported in some states. 
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PART 1: PERSONS WITH MENTAL RETARDATION AND RELATED CONDITIONS 
IN STATE-OFl£RATED RESIDENTIAL FACnJTIES; YEAR ENDING JUNE 30, 1990 

Tbe srnrey questionnaire for State-Openied Resfatential RKdUUes, Fiscal Year l!S<9Q. was mailed viiit 
a OD(v& lettei tO «^ state's mortal retamation^teratopn^tal dbabfllties program direct mr tbe state"^ 
dedgnated 'data suj^Uer" on January 31, 1991. Tte quesitonnaire on state-t^ioated fiEM^ttes was Part 1 ci 
a three-part survey wfaidi also included sections on nonstate Eadlities and ICF-MR certified fodlities. 
Teteptone fioltow-up b^an two wedcs later to ^termine wbkii individuai(s) within eadi stale ^joaqf imi Iw» 
gh<ea responsibility for compiling the requested statbtics and to answer questkua ^nrnt the data requested. 
A&Uiiofial mailings to states were nraessaiy. 

AiUitkHud foUow-up teleptoc:: calls to prmnote initial respome and to ^ rify ami edit the statistics 
on returned qiMstionnaires continued until December 1991, «4ien sumnmries of the dam frcnn the smte 
qws Jonnaires were sent to aU states for verificatitm. Corrections and spec^ rotes on state data were 
ctHnpleted by F^maiy 1992. CompiUng stattetics from states on the three-i»rt sorvqr took an aver^ five 
telephone conversations generally invohing one to four dififerent people in ead) state. In dght states contacts 
were made with both mental retar%.atton and mental health agencies to ^ther the r^nired stat&tics for public 
residential {aciliiies for persons with mental retardation or related conditions (FRF/MR) and public residentiai 
forties for persom with otlusr primary oonditions-ahnost csidusivdty psychiatrte institutions (PRF/Ol^). 
New data collection systems and agency staff roluctions in several states resulted in some itelay in reporting 
the requested statistics for Fiscal Year 1990. 

Respome rates for each of the items on the questionnaire are shown in Table 1.1 For PRF/MR, item 
response mes rangol from 82% to 100% of states reporting, with generally higher rates for statistics on the 
larger traditional institutions than for the facilities with 15 or Sewer residents. Item response rates for 
PRF/Otber ranged from 80% to 100%. Data elements of the state agency surv^ covere.- the number of 
facilities and residents, resident movement, and the costs of care.

In recent years every state has incr^ued efforts to place residents of luge state fadlities into smaller, 
oonununity-^ased residenUai settings. Tc asstet in the effort sevml states have establisbed state-operated 
group homes andA}r semi-independent living arrangements. For the fifth year, in addition to collecting data 
on state institution and state h(»pital populations, this survey also collected data £n»n each state on residents 
of state-operated fiadUUes with 15 or fewer residents, frequently referred to as "small" in this rcpon. A further 
breakdown of data on small facilities into sizes 1-6 and 7-15 was requested, and aU states provided these data 
on the number of fadlities and residents. 

Limitations are encountered when gathering statistics at the state level. Most notabte among these 
are the variations in the types of statistics maintained I^ the various states and the spedfic operational 
deftnitions go\^ming certain data elemenns. For ocample, several states indicated that they were unable to 
provide data on first admissions, readmissions, sa^ releases according to the spedfic survey definitfom;, white 
in oiheis, transfers between state-operated fadlities, and respite care placements could not be sepuated firom 
other movement as the survey instructions requested. General problems in the collection of the data are 
presented in the discussion accompanying each table in the body of the report Spedfic state idiosynoacies 
are reported in the Stale Notes in Appendix A Although these variations are noted, it is not likely that they 
have a substantial eifect on national or state totals or on the longitudinal trends presented in this report 




nEKUngs and EHscusston 

The following eleven tables and accompanying discus&ion smniiiarize the statistics reported on state- 
operated residential fadlitks for the year ending June 30, 199a The report is organized so that the discussion 
and accompanying tables are presented side by side. Definitions for each data dement as weU as the variations 
and problen^ in definitions as employed in the various states are noted in the discussion. Each table is also 
accomi«nled by a short summary of highlights of the state and national statbtics presented. 

In the discussion of these statistics, the <kscriptor "small" and the abbreviation "1-15 res." are used for 
state-operated Jadlilies with 15 or fewer residents. Data on these small fadlities are further broken (town into 
facilities of 1-6 residents and 7-15 residents in most of the tables presented. The descriptor "large" and the 
abbreviation "16+ res.' are used in this report for state-operated fadliijes with 16 or more residents. No 
distinction is made for large" or "small" PRF/Oiher, as all are assumed to be terge, that is to have 16 or more 
residents. 

In the tables of this report a common set of symbols is used for estimated or unavailable statistics. 
These symbols are: 

DNF "DaU Not Furnished" is used where states were unable to report the specific type of 
data requested. It is assumed that this number is larger than zero, but it is unknown. 

e "Estimated* data have been provided where exact statistics were not available. It is 
assumed that these state estimates represent the best available information under 
exisiing circumstances. 

NiA "Not Applicable' is used where no data are reported in a particular cell of the table 
because a specific category of fedlity is not used in a state. It is the equivalent of 
"0," and is used only where the value "0" would have distorted averaged statistics. 



Table 1.2 presents statistics by state on the number of state-opOBted residaatial ^ilities seivios 
persons with mental retardation and related conditions in the United States on June 30, 199a Separate oouots 
are provikted for £Eu:Uities serving persons witb ment^ retardation and related ooiiditk>i& in PRF^fR with 15 
Ok fewer residents (1-15), further summarized sizes 1-6 residents and 7-lS resUlents; PRF/MR with 16 or 
more residents; PRF/Other, and total state-operated fiKilities. 

On June 30, 1990, states reported a total of 1321 state^perated residential fodlitks serving persons 
with mental retardation and related conditions. Of these 1,213 were PRF/MR and 108 were PRF/Other. Of 
the i;213 PRF/MR, 928 had IS or fewer residents; 28S had 16 or more resktents. AU states operated at least 
one large PRF/MR on June 30, 1990 (New Hampshire has subsequently dosed its PRF/MR); 15 states 
operated at least one small PRF/MR. T>venty-three slates reported at least one FRF/Oiher housing persons 
with mental retardation in units not specifically for per^ns with mental retardation and related conditions. 
The total of 928 small state-operat«l facilities on June 30, 1990, represented an increase of about 4% (34 
fodlities) between June 30. 1989 and June 30, 1990. It is projeaed that the development of small state- 
operated residential prograns Ml\ continue, at least for the near future (see Lakin, Jaskubki, Hin, Brr'ninks, 
Menke, White, & Wright, 1989). The greatest number of small PRF/MR were operated by New York (522 
facilities) and Texas (82 facilities), which together had 65% of all small state-operated facilities on June 30, 
1990. 

Hie number of large state-operated fadUties has remained relatively stable during the past several 
years. However, between June 30, 1^ and June 30, 1990 the reported number of large PRF/MR deoneased 
by three and the reported number of PRF/Other d^eased 15. Maryland, Michigan, Mi^uri, New York, 
Rhode Island and Texas reported fewer large PRF/MR than in Fiscal Year 1969. Increases of one or two large 
PRF/MR were reported by 6 states as a result of reclassification of previously operating PRF/Other with 
distinct mental retariation units into the PRF/MR category.

Table 1.3 presents the avenge daily population of peisoDs with moital retardation and related 
cx>nditioiis living in lar^ and smaU PRF/MR and PRF/Other in Fiscal Year 199a During FY 1990 states had 
an average daily population of 92,729 persons with mental retardation and related oonditfons in an state- 
operated residential facilities. This included 6^10 in small PRF/MR, 84.732 in large PRF/MR, and 1,487 in 
PRF/Other categories. In FY 1989 the average daily populatk)n of people with mental retardation and related 
coiMlitions in all slate faciUties was 96,171, including 88.691 residents of large PRF/MR, 1,605 residents of 
PRF/Other and 5375 residents in small PRF/MR. During Fiscal Year 1990 the average daily popuIaUon of 
persons with mental retardation and related conditions in large state-operated fadlities (both PRF/MR aiKi 
PRF/Other) decreased by 4,077 persons (or about 4 During the same period the avera^ daily populatton 
of persons with mental retardation and related conditions in imall PRF/MR inoeased by 635 (10.8%). Thirty- 
six states did not directfy operate small r^idential programs, although large numbers of smaller private 
Eadlities in these states are operated with state funding and general state oversight. 

As has been the case each year for more than 20 )«ars, there was a decrease in average daily 
population of persons with mental retardation and related conditions in large state-operated facilittes between 
Fiscal Year 1989 and Fiscal Year 1990, with the rate of decrease (4.5%) somewhat greater than in recent years 
(eg., 4.1% in FY 88 and 3.4% in FY 89). Decreases were apin evident in most states, although 10 states 
reported the same or slightly increased total populations in large PRF/MR and PRF/Other combined. Tne 
largest increase in population of large PRF/MR uid PRF/Other combined was 31 residents (California). Over 
one third (32,167) of the total U.S. daily average number of persons in state-operated fiacilitics in this study 
resided in the states of California, New Jersey, New York, and Tecas. In addition to having 59.5% of small 
PRF/MR residents. New York had 93% of all residents of large PRF/MR and PRF/Other residential 
programs.

TablR 1.4 presents the average daily popuJatkm of persom with nmital ietanlatk>ii and related 
conditioiK in state-operated residential facilities for F&cal Year 1990 per lOOAX) of state awl national 
populations on July 1, 199a Th& statistic is refened to here as the "placeman rate." 

Fbr Fiscal Year 1990 the national ptecement rate for aU state-operated fiudUUes 37J oompaied 
to 3&8 (Mie year earlier. Decrease in national placement rate fm all state-operated facilities was due primarily 
to the decrease in the national placement rate for la^ PRF/MR (from 3S.7 in 19S9 to 34.1 in 1990). During 
the same period the national placement rate for small PRF/MR iiMaeased from 2.4 to 2.6. 

The national decrease in placement rate between Fiscal Years 1989 and 1990 in large state-op^ted 
fadlities was evident in roost states. Small increases in the placement rate occurred in Alabama, Illinois, 
Kentucky, Mississippi, and North Dakota. An apparent 103% hicrease in the placement rate in the District 
of Columbia was due to inclision of a fadliiy for which data was not available for Fhcal Year 1989. Rates 
in Alaska, Arizona, CaUfomia, Georgia, Maine, Missouri, Montana, Nebraska, New Mexico, North Carolina, 
Tennessee, and Vermont remained essentially the same. New York showed the largest deome in large 
facility placement rate (from 51.7 in 1989 to 44.4 in 1990) Other states that ocperienced a decrease of 5 or 
more per 100,000 population were Ore^n, Rhode Island, and Wyoming. 

The highest placement rale in large state fecililies for Fiscal Year 1990 was in Wyoming (80.8) Other 
states showing placement rates in large state facilities of 60 or more per 100,000 were Louisiana (62.1), South 
Carolina (65.6) and New Jersey (68.0). The states with the towest placement in laige state-operated SMdlitks 
in 1990 were Alaska, Arizona, Colorado. Florida, Hawaii, Kentucky, Michigan, Nevada, New Hampshire, and 
West Virginia, all below 20 per lOOJOOO. New Hampshire bad the lowest large FRF placement rate (7.8 in 
Fiscal Year 1990) and has subsequently closed its PRF to persons with mental retardation and related 
conditions. The highest placement raits in small state-operated facilities were in New York (21.5) and Rhode 
Island (18.2). The highest placement rate in state-operated facilities of 6 or fewer residents was in Rhode 
Island (7.6).

Tables 1.6 and 1.7 present statistics on tlie number of peisons witb mental retardatlcni and related 
jonditions living in state-operated fedlities on tbe fiist ami last days of Fiscal Year 199a Table 1.5 presents 
statistics on tbe number of persons witb mental retardation and related oonditiOBS in small PRFyMR (IS or 
fewer residents), large PRF/MR (16 or more residents), and PRF/Otber on July 1, 19S9 (tbe fint day of Fbcal 
Year 1990). The small fodlittes are furtber classified into 1-6 residents and 7-lS resklents. Tible 1.6 {msrats 
tte same statistics for tbe same categories of state-operated fedlities on June 30, 1990 (tbe last day of Fiscal 
Year 1990). Table 1.7 presents statistics on the net rliange in tbe number of resklents with moitaJ retardaticn 
and related conditions in large and smaU PRF/MR and in PRF/Other from July 1, 1989 to June 30, 199a 

As shown most clearly in Table 1.7, Ute tendency for states to reduce the numb» of persons witb 
mental retardation and related conditions living in large PRF/MR and PRF/Dtber continued during Fiscal 
Year 199a Overall, nationally there was a decrease oi 4 8% in tbe population of large stateK>perated facilities 
from tbe beginning to the end of Fiscal Year 199a Arizona (IS%), Florida (1.1%), Mississippi (1.4%), 
Nebraska (a6%), Nevada (60%), New Jersey (a6%) md Vir^nia (0.8%) showed inaeffies in large state 
futility populations over that period; no change was reported by Alabama, Alaska, and Teacas. 

Nine states reported a net reduction of more than 10% in the number of persons with menml 
retardation and related conditions in their large state-operat«l fadliUes between July 1, 1^ and June 30, 
1990. The largest percentage decreases were in New Hampshire (57.5%), District of Columbia (25.1%), West 
Virginia (22.4%), and Wyoming (21.4%) The reported number of residents in small PRF/MR inoeased by 
21.4% during Fiscal Year 1990 due, in great pan, to increase of 1061 residents in New York and 148 in 
Connecticut The number of PRF/Other residents with mental retardation was indicated to have (tedined 
about 12% nationally during the year, but some of this change can be attributed to the reclassification of some 
PRF/Other to PRF/MR, as distinct units for persons with mental retardation were established in bdlities that 
were formerly in the PRF/^ther classiilcation.

Tabic 1.8 reports first admissions to stc*.e-operated residential fodlities in Fiscal Year 1990. to thfe 
survey first admissions were defined as persoiK who liad never prevkiiaty resi^ in any state-qperated 
residential fodlity. However, in a few stales this specific statistic was not available, and persons reported as 
'first admissions' were persons who were new to a particular focility to whidi ihey had been »lniittea Scnne 
of these individuals may have previously resided in another state focility, resulting in slight inflation of those 
states* "first admission" totals. For FY 1990 four states were unable to furnish first admission data on laife 
PRF/MR; ten were unable to provide those data for PRF/Other, seven (including New York and Texas) were 
unable to provide those data for small PRF/MR. 

In Inscal Year 1990 reportiag states indicated a total of 3,085 first adm^ions to large PRF/MR. 
Estimations of first admissions to PRF/MR in the four nonrcported states, based on the ratio of first 
admissions to average daily population in slates reporting fiist admissions, produced a national estin»te of 
3,248 first admissions in FY 1990, or 3.8% of the average daily population of those facilities. Reporting states 
indicated 429 first admissions to PRF/Other. Again, estimates for states unable to report fint admissions to 
PRF/Other were produced based on the average first admission rate of reporting states. This yielded a 
national estimate of 596 first admissions to PRF/Other. Therefore, there were an estimated 3,844 first 
admissions to large state institutions in FY 1990, or 4.5% of the average daily population during Fiscal Year 
1990. About 15.5% of estimated first admissions were to PRF/Other. This is notable considering that only 
about 1.7% of the total average daily residents lived in FRFA^ther. The large proportion of first admissions 
to FRF/Oiher is counterbalanced by similarly high total releases from such bcilities (see Table 1.10). 
Obviously PRF/Other tend to provide relatively short-term placements for persons with mental retardation, 
presumably related in most cases to behavioral treatment, crisis intervention, and/or evaluation and assessment. 
Arizona, Vermont, Washington and Wyoming reported no first admissions to larp; PRF/MR in Fiscal Year 
1990, and Alaska, Delaware, Hawaii, and New Hampshire each reponed first admission rates of only 3% or 
less of the average daily population. 
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Readmissieas ^ F^wns WUh Matial Soardatkm 
and Rdmd Conditions to ^ate-Opai^ Resihatiai FadUiies 

Tibie 1.9 sumnarizes statistics on readm^ns to state-operated resiiteiitial fedlities in Fbcal Year 
1990i In tb& suive^ readmtesiras were defiiMxl a& persons ^tiho had at least once before been a ifsMent of a 
state-operated residentia} facility. However, in a few states this sped& statistic was not available, and persons 
reported as 'readmissions' incIiMled only people who had previously resided in the specific £u£Ity to whidi 
they were onoe again «lmitted during the year. In those states the number of 'reffilmissions* may be somewhat 
defiated. Statistics on readmissions were not avaUabte on large PRF/MR in nine states, on small PRt^/MR 
in seven states (including New York and Tern), and on PRF^^th^ in ten states. In a £ew instances this was 
because first admissions and re^lmissions are not dfetinguished in the state data systems. 

In Fiscal Year 1990 forty-two states reported 1,477 readmissions to targe PRF/MR and 13 states 
reported a total of 557 readmissions of persons with mental retardation to PRF/Otber. Using the average 
readmission rate of reporting states, the total estimated readmissions to PRF/MR in FY 1990 would be 1,7186, 
or 2.1% of the average datty population during Fiscal Year 1990 of those fodlities, and the national total of 
readmissions to PRF/Other woiUd be 774 (52%). Therefore, there an estimated total of 2,560 
readmissions to large PRF/MR and PRF/Other in FY 1990 representing 3.0% of tl» average daily population 
during Fiscal Year 1990. About 30% of estimated readmissions in FY 1990 were to PRF/Other, even though 
PRF/Other housed only about 1.7% of the average daily population. As not^ in tiie discission of first 
admissions, the^e facilities show high activity in all resident movement categories, indicating short-term 
residential placements, including behavioral treatment, crisis intervention, and/or evaluation functions. 

in 1990 seven states (Alaska, Delaware, New Mexico, North Dakota, Ohio, Rhode Island and 
Vermont) reported no readmissions to large PRF/MR. Ten slates reported 10 or fe^r. The highest reported 
total was 426 in New York, 23.9% of the national estimated total, and about 5.5% of New York's a^«rage daily 
population in large PRF/MR. Other slates with reported readmissions of 5.5% or more of average daily 
population include Hawaii (6.2%), Iowa (5.6%). Maine (35.7%), Maryland (7.2%), and Nevada (10.7%).

Table 1.10 summarizes statistics reponed tlie states on reski^ts released from state-opeiated 
residential fiKiUties in Fhcal Year 199a For the purposes of this study releases were defii^ as posoas with 
mental retardation and related conditions who were officially released from stale-operated facilities and 
removed torn the rolls during the year. Four states were unable to proviite the numb^ of rdemcs from large 
PRF/MR, nine states were unable to report releases of persons with mental retardation from FRF/Other, and 
seven states were unable to report releases from small PRF/MR. 

States reported a total of 6331 releases from large PRF/MR and IJOSS from PRF/Other for FY 199a 
Estimations of releases from PRF/MR in the four nonreporting states based on the release rate of aU repiming 
states produced a total national estimate of 6^ releases fit)m larg? PRF/MR in 1990. SimihiT estimates of 
PRF/Other releases in nonreporting states yielded a total national estimate of 1396 releases from PRF/Other 
in FY 1990. Hius. an estimated 8^3 persons wen released from laige state fodUttes for an annual rate 
9.6% of the average daily population during Fiscal Year 1990. The release rate (ratio of releases to average 
daily population) for large state fiadUties in 1990 (1:10.4) was higher than the 1989 rate (1:12.1). Release rates 
for PRF/MR (I:12J) were much smaller than those of PRF/Other (1:1.1). PRF/Olhcr reported 16.9% of aU 
releases from large state facilities even though PRF/Other residents made up only 1.7% of the populatk>n of 
all state-operated facilities. 

In Fiscal Year 1990 states varied substantially in the total number and rates of released residents from 
their large state-operated feciUties. Of states reporting releases from large PRF/MR Alaska, Arizona, 
Delaware, Nebraska and Vermont reported 5 or fewer releases, while California, Mass^usetts, New York, 
and Tetas each reported over 400. The greatest number of releases from all large state-operated residential 
facilities serving persons with mental retardation and related conditions in 1990 were reported by New York 
(1C»1) and Texas (1024). However, relative to each state's average daily population, Hawaii, Iowa, Maiyland, 
Nevada, North Dakota, and Oregon were most active in releasing residents of large slate Cadlities with at least 
1 release during the year for every 4 persons in the average daily population.

Table 1.11 summarizes stat&tics reported by Uie states on the number of posons with mental 
retardation and related condittons wbo died while on tbe rolls of stats-operated re^tentiti CscOitles in F&cal 
Year 1990. Caution must be esrerdsed in comparing or interpreting death rates across states. Re^lents with 
life threatening conditions are sometimes transfmed to medical hospitals or skilled nursing homes, partkolarly 
when acute medical services are not available in a stateH)perated fodlity. State fedlity residents who dte hi 
a hospital or skilled nursing facility may or may not still be considered to be on the ndls of the state-qierated 
fiidlity when they die. Caution is also required in making interstate oomparisoos of deaths among state &cflity 
populations baaiuse states vary not only in the adminbtrative status of persons transferred to medfeal fudUties, 
bat also in the age and disability profiles of the populations they sen? in their state-operated &dlitfes. 

In Fiscal Year 1990, 1,072 deaths v»«re reported in lar^ PRF/MR by the 48 states providing this 
statistic Of the 23 states having PRF/Other, a total of 28 deaths was reported by 14 states in their 
PRFA>ther. 

Estimating deaths in the three states unable to provide tte statistics for large PRF/MR, based on the 
ratio of deaths to average daily residents in reporting states, yielded an estimated 1,207 Ceaths nationwide. 
Using the same method of estimation for states unable to report deaths of persons with mental retardatk)n 
in PRF/Other, an estimate of 38 deaths nationally in PRF/Other was obtained. The estimated total of i;245 
deaths in large PRF/MR and PRF/Other and the national average of 1.4 deaths per 100 average daily reskleats 
of large state facilit ies was slightly higher than in Fiscal Year 1989 survey in which there were 1,205 deaths 
anJ 13 deaths per 100 of the average daily residents of large state CBcilitie& Nationwide, PRF/MR averaged 
1.4 deaths per 100 average daily residents in Fiscal Year 1990, while PRF/Other averaged 2.6 deaths per 100 
average daily residents.

Table 1.12 summarizes the costs of care for i^sons with nK»tal retaidatio& ami related coiulitknis 
residing in siaie-opcrated residential bdlities. These oo5& are reported for individual states on an average 
per resident per day ba^ The national averages presented are the average daily per resjdoit com teponed 
eadi state weighted hy that state's avera^ daily residential populatioii. For Fiscal Year 1990 every state 
reponed the average daily cost for large PRF/MR; twenty-one states reported that cost for PRF/Other. Tea 
states were able to provkle a p^ resklem p^ day cost statistic for their small PRF/MR 

Av^ge cost of care in large PRF,^fR varied consida^Iy »aoss the United States with a national 
amage of $19633 per day. The highest cost of caie in large PRF/MR reported for Fiscal Year 1990 was 
$353.24 per day in Connecticut, foUowed in order by New York ($3SZ03), Rhode Island ($336il5) and Alaska 
($32131). In all, 41% of the states (21) reported annual per resident costs in PRF/MR above the national 
average ($196.33 per day or $71,660.45 per year). Only Mississippi ($82.00) reported per resident per day 
average co^ below $100 in their PRF/MR. From Fiscal Year 1989 to 1990 the per resident per day average 
cost of care in large PRF/MR increased 6.6% &om $184.1 1. The ai^rage annual increue since 1977 h» been 
11.1%. 

The 23 states providing for persons with mental retardation in PRF/Other and reporting the costs of 
care in those focilities reponed an average per resident cost of $184.23, with a smaUer reported increase from 
1989 to 1990 (4%) than was reported for large PRF/MR. However, the reported PRF/Other costs are usually 
the per resident costs of the entire facility, not specifically the costs for residents with mental retardatfon, and 
since total PRF/Other populatiois have stabili^ nationwide, per resident costs are not being driven up by 
the spreading of fixed institutional cost over fewer and fewer residents as is occurring in PRF/MR. National 
average cc^t of care rejwrted by 10 slates for small PRF/MR (representing 86.1% of the population of small 
facilities) was $15434 per resident per day or 78.6% of those reponed for large PRF/MR residential programs.

Pan 2 of tliis report presents a longitiHliiial view of dmngiiig pattens in tlie pteoement of persons 
witb mental retardation aiKl related conditions in large state-operated residential bcOities fiom I9S0 to 199a 
Alihou^ in recent years states have begun to develop small (IS or fewi residrats) stateHopoated fiuiUtics, 
the vast majority of persons in state^perated £EU^ties remain in the large insiitations. As the once 
ovowhelniingly predominant model of residential care (lai^ state bcUities toused SQ.4% of all peisons with 
mental retantotton in resktential settings in 1967), few stat^tfcs serve as better bronl indicators of the changing 
patterns of residential seivioes for posons with mental retardation and rented comUtions than tte dianges 
taidng pkwe in the popiilatk>i& of large state institutions in the United States. 

The longitudinal data presented here derive from several sources. Data for both PRF/MR and 
PRP/Other for the years 19S0 to 1968 are from the National Institute of Mental Health's surveys of "Patients 
in Institutions." Data on state mental retardation £acilities for Fiscal Years 1969 and 197D come &om smveys 
conducted by the Ofike on Mental Retardation Coordination, now the Administratton on Developmental 
Disabilities. Data on state mental retardation fadlities for 1971 through 1977 come from the surveys of 
National Association of Superintendents of Public Residential Facilities for the Mentally Retarded. Data on 
PRF/Other for 1969 to 1977 come from the National Institute of Mental Health's surveys of "Patients in State 
and County Mental Hospitals." Data on both PRF/MR and PRF/Other for the years 1978 through 1990 come 
from the National Recurring Data Set Project of the Center for Residential Servk^ and Community living. 
University of Minnesota. Data for 1990, the latest survey in this series, are pre^nted in detail in Pan 1 of 
thfe repon. Appendix B provides notes on the specific uses of the data from th^ sources. The list of 
references and data sources includes specific citations for the surveys and statistical summaries used to 
complete the sets of longitudinal data on changing patterns in the utilization of state-operated residential 
facilities that are presented in the following pages. A detailed description of the methodologies med in these 
suiv^, as well as those that preceded them, can be found in Lakin (1979). 
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Average Daily Population of Large State-C^mvtcd Mental R^anUiion FadUtics 
Hie gradual depopulation of state-opeiated (public) reskieBtial fiujllties for peistms idth siesta] 
letaidatlofi and related oonditioos (PRF/MR) has beea apparent in national statfetics slnoe 1567. There has 
beat a <tecreasing total lesideatial population of state insUtattons for an types ol mental disability (Lc^ mental 
healtb and devetopmoital disability) since 1956. Altboogh the total popolattoB in state n^tal hospitals 
peaked in 19SS, the number of persons with a {nimaiy diagnosis of mental letaidation in state-operated 
fedlities primarily for persons with mental illness (L&, PRF/Oth^) continued to increase until 1961. In 1961, 
there were nearly 42,000 peisoos with a primary dia^jnosis of mental retardatiott in such fedUties. The 
combined total of persons with moital retardation and related conditions in state-opeiated resictenthil teiUties 
(PRF/MR and PRF/Other) in 1961 was 209414. By 1967 the nnmber of persons witb moital retardation in 
state hospitals for persons with mental illness had decreased to 33.850, but the total wmha of pnsons with 
mental retardation and related conditions in all stateoperated residential Cities had inoeased to 228,^ 
194,650 of whom were in state mental retardation institutions. This was the highest total ever. 

Since 1967 the number of persons with mental retardation and related condittom in all state-operated 
residential fodlittes has decreased by about 62%. During this period the numbeis of persons with mental 
retardation in PRF/Oiher decreased much more rapidly than did the number of pmons with mental 
retardation in PRF/MR. The different rates of depopulation reflect a number of Eaciors. For one, the overall 
rate of depopulation of state mental health fadlities has been much more npid than the rate of depoputetfon 
of state mental retardation fadlities. Between 1965 and 19S5 the total population of state mental health 
institutions decreased from about 475,000 to 114,000 residents (Zappolo. Lakin, & Hill, 1990). This rapid 
depopulation and frequent dosing of fodlities caused major reductions in residents with all types of mental 
disability, induding mental retardation. Relatedly over the yms, many PRF/Other became primarily dedicated 
to populations with mental retardation or developed independent PRF/MR units on the grounds of what were 
historically public psychiatric facilities. 

A driving force in the redudion of residents with mental retardation in PRF/Other has been the 
general movement toward deinstitutionalization and spedfic concerns about the appropriateness of placement 
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in psychiatric fodlities. Hoiraver, crtreinety imponant, loo tbe Medteaid i^latioa in tte iate 196QS and 
early 1970$ that alk>wed slates to obtain federaJ cost-sharing of residential sovioes to peisoifi witb a^tal 
retardation and related conditions in mental letardation Eadlities and in nursing bomes. TMs legislation 
continued exclusion of institutions for 'mental diseases' from partidpation in MedkakI, canept for cii^lres 
ai»S elderly residents. However, distinct units for persons witb mental retaidatfon and letated oundltions 
witMn tbose institutions could become ICF-MR certified. Many have and within the definitions employed In 
this stucfy are deified as PRF/MR. 

Figure 2-1 shows the relative contribution of PRF/MR and PRF/Other programs to the total average 
daily population of persons with mental retardation in large state-operated residential facilities. The average 
daily number of persons with mental retardation in lar^ PRF/MR in FY 1990 (84,732) was only 43.5% of the 
average number in large PRF/MR in 1957. More impressive^ the average number of pmois with mental 
retardation and related conditions in all large state institutions in FY 1990 (86^19) was just 37.7% of the 
average number in FY 1967 (228400). The combined national total of people with mental retardation and 
related oondiUons in PRF/MR and PRF/Other in 1990 was the lowest total since 1933.

Since 1967 there has been a sutetantial decrease in the number of peopte with n^tal retardation ami 
related conditions in state-operated residential fecilities. But as notable as been ite redi^ion in total 
residents, it appears even more substantial when ind«ted for the Rowing total population of the United States. 
Comparing the population of state-operated facilities to the general population of the U.S. p^mits a better 
picture of the relative use of state-operated facilities as residential placements for persons with mental 
retardation and related conditions. The average annual placement rates per 100,000 of tl» total U.S. 
population for PRF/MR and PRF/Other are shown in Bgure 12. 

The trends in the placement rates of persons with mental retaidation and related conditions in all 
state-operated residential facilities are generally similar to trends for the total populations. Ho««ver, the rate 
of change in the placement rate is substantially greater because the U.S. population has incre^ed as the 
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population of state-operated fodlities has decreased Another notable difleieiioe betweoi the two fignres is 
in their peak years. While the total niunber of persons with mental retardatkin aiHi rented ocmditioisi icskling 
in all state^perated residential focilities and the number reskling in fitdUties piimarily for persons with mental 
retardation peaked in 1967, the ptoment rate of persons with mental retaniatkm in all state-opmted 
fedlities (PRF/MR and PRF/Other) peaked in 1965 at 11S.S per 100,000 of the general population. This 
compares with 34.7 in FY 199a The highest placement rate in state-operated fiidUties primarily for persons 
with mental retardatfon was in 1967. That year^ placement rate of 98.6 compares with the 1990 rate of 34.1. 
The 1990 placement rate for state-operated mmtal retardation fedUties fell below the rate of 393 in 1922, 
when there were 66 PRF/MR operating in 40 states, and approached the rate of 30.0 in 1916, when there were 
only 40 PRF^IR operating in the Unite) Stat^ with 16 states not yet having one (Lakin, 1979). 

As noted earlier, some of the decrease in the placement rate in "PRF/Other" facilities between 1973 
and 1990 may reflect changing definitions. During that period some facilities hlstork^aUy serving psychiatric 
populations either through ofGcial or operational designation became £»^Ues primarily serving persoiK with 
mental retardation and related conditions. Others developed specific administrative^ distina units of 
traditional psjwdiiatric facilities for these purptnes. The decrease shown between 1977 and 1980 wk abo to 
a minor extent affected by the inclusion in the PRF/Other totals of only th(»e residents with mental 
retardation and related conditions in mental retardation units or in PRF/Other with 10 or nK)re resklents with 
mental retardatton and relate conditions. But mc&i important in this trend were the major dian^ in 
philosophy and f^eral reimbursement of the sx&ts of care that brought considerable disfavor to provkling 
residential services to persons with mental retardation in psychiatric facilities. The statistics in Figuic 7. 1 show 
clearly a substantial decrease in the rate of placement of {Arsons with mental retardation and related 
conditions in state-operated residential facilities. The placement rate in 1990 for large PRF/MR was only 
34.6% of the 1%7 placement rate. The placement rale for all large state-operated facilities (PRF/MR and 
PRF/Other) in 1990 was just 29.9% of the 1967 placement rate.

Fmm the beginning of this oentuiy until the mid-196Qs, resident movement stal&tics of state-opoated 
lesklential fodUties for persons with mental retardation were relative stable. During that period fiist 
admissions and discharges both steadily inaeased« but state fodiity populatiors grew as 0rst adm&sions 
substantially outnumbered dischar^. During this same period r^Khnissiois reaaained relatively low because 
once placed, people tended to remain insiiiuiioBalized. Fmm 19Q3 to 1965 the annoal number a( d^ths in 
state institutions inoeased sutetantially, but death rates (deaths per 1^ average daily pq>ulatk>n) decreased 
steadily from 413 to 19.1. 

By the mid- 1960$ these historical ]»ittems began to change. In 1965 the number of first admtoioos 
to state-operated facilities began to decrease, dropping below the increasing uumber of discharges by 196& 
The number of readmissions inoeased substantially throughout the 1970S as return to the iistitution was a 
fnsquently used solution to problems in community placements. Since 1980 readmissions have been reduced 
fairly steadily, but remain a substantial proportion of total admissions (35.3% 1990). Over this same period 
total first admissions and readmissions had remained fairly consistent between 2,000 and 3,000 fewer than the 
number of discharges. In Fiscal Years 198S and 1989 the difference between admissions and discharges was 
less than 1,«XX), but it increased to 1,843 in FY 199a Because of differences among states and various earlier 
surveys in defining and counting transfers, first admissions, and readmissions, all types of adm^ions have been 
combined for 1950 to 1990. These are reported as the data points for Hgure 23. 

In recent years, the number of discharge has fallen far below the number api^rent in the first 12 
years of PRF/MR depopulation. The period of the greatest number of discharges was the decade of the 1970^ 
when discharge were consistently between 14,000, and 17,000 |%r year. In 1990 there were about 6,900 
discharges. This was more than in FY 1^ and 1989, but fewer than the 8,000 in 19S7 and 9,400 in 1986. 
Deinstitutionalization literally connotes a process of discharging people from institutions, but Hgure 2.3 shows 
clearly that it has also encompassed important efforts to avoid initial institution placements Itie resident 
movement patterns shown in Figure 2.3 indicate that this latter "preventative* policy (i.e.. reducing admissions 
to state institutions} has actually accounted for relatively more of the reduction in state mental retardation 
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&dUty jN^nlatioos over the past iS«ca(te timn has the number of releases, altlKMigh botli dearly have been 
cnidal to redi^ing PRF/MR populations. 

In the poiod fiom 1979 to 1990 there wte substantial decreases in both admissk^ 
from state-operated fiu:iUties (&om 12302 to 5.034 iuid from 16,980 to 6^ respectively). Howev^, 
admission and discfaatie rates have been relathnly stable in the last five years. While state iistitutionswraki 
appear from the siatistks to be considerably less d|ynamic in terms of resiitent movemoit than in earl^ years, 
it must be remembered that in 1990 these focilitles had less than half theirlotal popnlatfoas of 1967. Total 
deatte reported for 1990 was similar to previous years. In 1990 the number of iteaths as a percentage of 
residents at the end of the year was 1.45%. This compares with 132% in 1986, 1^9% in 1987, 1.45% in 1988 
and 1.36% in 1989. Deaths as a percentage of residents fa» year's end have ranged betwera 13% and 1.6% 
in eadi of the years between 19^ and 199a

The costs of care providwl in slate-operated residential £adHties for people with mental reiantotion 

and relau^ conditions have increased dramatically since 1950, when the annual cret of care for state-operated 

fiadlity residents was about $750.00. Forty years later the cost of care in state residential &ciliUes was on the 

average $71,660.00 per year. Even in dollars adjusted for changes in the Consumer Price Index over this 

period, costs of care in 1990 were 18 times as great as in 1950. Figure 2.4 shows the trends in residential care 

costs in both actual and adjusted dollars ($1=1967) between 1950 and 1990. In terms of "real dollar" 

equivalents, the annual cost of care in state residential facilities for people with mental retardation increased 

from just over $1,000 to $18340 over the 40 year period. That rate of increase represents an annual after 

inflation compounded growth of 10% per person per year. For Fiscal Year 1990 stales reported a 1.35% real 

dollar increase in per resident costs over Fiscal Year 1989, However this followed an unusually l^ge (13.94%) 
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increase between Fbcal Years 1988 and 19S9. Ute two year 7.74% average annual increase in per remittent 
costs was sUgbtly less than tbe &11% average imaeise &om 1980 to 199a 

A number of fiu^ors have contributed to the stei^ iiKreases in the oosfi of resiklential care, (tee 
contributing fector has been the increasingly d^bted population of persons served in state-opeiated Escflities. 
For example, in 1940 about 65% of aU residents of state-operated fiuiUties for peopto vAih n»ntal retardation 
had borderliM, mild, or moderate retardation. In 1964, 40% of re^lenK ymc so cbesified. By 1977, that 
proportion had deceased to 27% and in 1989, only about 17% of all residents were identified as having 
borderline, mOd, or moderate retardation. Associated with these changes have beoi iiKreased intraisity and 
spedlalization of professional staff employed to serve ronaining resident and the restively lower relbutoe on 
residents with less severe debilities in operating ajMi maintaining fodlities. 

Other important contributions to inoeasing costs have come from legislative and jwlidal efforts to 
upgrade the quality of living and habilitation providol within public residential facilities. While the desire to 
improve care in stateK)perated £acilities was evi^t in the l^Os and 1960^ two major &ictt)rs began to 
Qcerdse comiderable upward pressure on the a»ts of care in the early 197Qs. Tte first of tl^se w» tl^ 
Intermediate Care Facility for the Mentally Retarded (ICF-MR) program enacted in 1971. This program 
currently offers Federal sharing through Medicaid of half to thr^^uarters of the costs of resklential care 
depending on the per capita income in states, under the condition that fedliti^ meet specific program, 
staffing, and physical plant standards. On Juae 30, 1990, 93% of all state institution residents Uved in units 
with ICF-MR certification. The ICF-MR program has significantly cushioned the impact of rapidly inoreasing 
institution costs frr the states. For example, in 1970, one year before enaconent of the ICF-MR program, tbe 
average annual per resident cost of state institution care was about $4,000. In 1990, with tte average annual 
per resident cost in real dollars $14,000 more, stales' share of those increases was only about $4,000 per 
resident per year. Court decisions and settlement agreements have also had significant impact on the costs 
of institutional living nationally with their frequent requirements of substantial effort states to upgrade the 
qttaliQr of care, habilitation, and residential environments and further reductions of institutional populations. 
It is the decrease in institutional populations without either reductions in institution budgets (they had an 
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average annual real dollar increase of 1.8% between FY 1980 and FY 1990) or substantially reduced number 



ctf institutions tiiat continues to drive the steady increase in re^dent costs in state institutions in tlte 



United States.

Finding 

Overall, the national trend of fodlity closures continued. INwenty-four states reported closure of a 
total of 67 large state-operated residential facilities and units for persons with MR/DD ^oe 1960 and 18 states 
reponed plais to close a total of 34 lar^ state-operated residential fodlities and uniK for persons with 
MR/DD between January 1, 1991 and June 30, 199S. In sura, of the 341 large state-operated resid»tial 
facilities and units listed in this directoiy, 101 (29.6%) either were dosed or were projected to dose by the 
end of Fiscal Year 1995. Of aU reponed closures, 34 (50.7%) occurred in the period l^-199a States 
reported that 68 fodUties and units (67% of aU fadlities and units dosed since 1960) will have been dosed 
between 1987 and 1995. Figure 3.1 illustrates this trend- 
Actions to close larg^ state-operated residential Sidlities and units for persons with MR/DD were 
unevenly distnbuted among states. T««nty-one states (41.2%) had not clewed nor had plans to dose, any large 
state-operated residential fecillties or units for persom with MR/DD. For the most part these were smaller 
stales which had only one or two ii^titutions. However, New Hampshire planned to and accomplished dosure 
of its only remaining state institution for persons with MR/DD in 1991. 
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Ii sbottld be noted that a state's report of current and projected status of laife state-operated 
residential fedllttes and units for persons with MR/DD may best be understood in the broader oontot of 
overaU changes in the slate's service system for peisons with MR/DD (e.g^ decreases in lesklent popnlatfons 
of large ICFs-MR and other large residential facilities). ExanUnation of data in Parts 1 and 2 of this report 
may be helpful in providing perspective for considering data reported in Pan 3.

State Notes

CA George has eight physically separate fodlities that are considered to be separate for liorasing 
purposes. I>m of the £BciUties have "^ter" fiudlities that share {^ministration. Southwestern 
State Hospital TbomffiviUe (a mental health fodliiy with a unit seivins pmom vdth mmtal 
retardation) shares admin^tration with Bainbridge State Hospital ami School (a fedlity exdraively 
for persons with mental retardation). Oeor^ Reiardatfon Cento'-Atianta stores adniini5tratk>n 
with Georgia Retardation Center-Athens. Both of tlwse £u^ties seive only n»]imlly retarded 
populations. Georgia also has group residences that are state funded, contracted to focal Boanfe 
of Health for operatfon, and staffed by county emplc^ees who work under state guhklines and ihs 
state merit system. These fodlities are not included in this report.

Because of the rapidly dwindling numbers of people with mental retardation in n»nta] hospital 
units not primarily fior people with n^tal retantetion, ami hraause of the latency toward n^iiiMializatfon 
of state fodlities (whereby a fad&ty & used for both mentally retarded and m^tally ill pcqmlations in a 
particular catchment area), a dear distinction between PRF/MR and PRF^Other cannot always be made. 
Fbr example, in FY 1986 state-operated fiidlities in both Minnesota and Indiana were re^ssified fsam 
PRF^>ther to PRF/MR. Fbr oomparabUity in the most recent stat&tics, data from the Minne»ta and 
Indiana fiicOities dassified as PRF/Other before 1986. but as PRF/MR since 1966, love been iooorporated 
into the longitiHlinal movement data from 1984 on. Some minimal duplteative oonntiog may have 
occurred in the 196Qs and 1970$ in the statisttes of mental retardation fecilitfes and units for people with 
mental retardation within mental health fedUties. After 1977 state reported siatbtics on PRF/Oiha 
evidenced two problems leading to some d^ree of umteroounting: 1) a nnmbo' oi states were unabte to 
report statistics on persons with mental retardation in PRF/Other, and 2) respondents were asked only to 
report persons with mental retardation in facilities with 10 or more mentally retarded residents (untO 
1987). The former problem has improved considerably in the l^t few yrars, tl^ latta has a minor effect 
on statistical trends alter 1977. 

Totals for the mentally retarded population of PRF/Other for nonreporting fedlitks for the years 
1950-1977 were estimated ftom the totals of reporting facilities. During this period, the fsdlity response 
rate for the annual NIMH surveys was never less than 87.7%. Totals for the mentally retarded popniatfon 
of PRF^ther for nonreporting states for the years 1980-1986 were estimated from the totals of reporting 
states. During this period the number of states not reporting PRF/Other popu^tions ranged from 2 to & 
In FY 1987, average daily residents of PRF/Other were esUraated by 12 states, in 1988 by 10 states, in 1989 
by 12 stotes and in 1990 by 10 states. Stales providing estimates for FY 1990 are indicated by an "e" in 
Part 1.
